timid manner of stating the law. Careful readers have of course 
no difficulty in seeing that he warns dealers that they are liable 
to prosecution and punishment if they sell a beer containing even 
as much as one-half of one per cent, of alcohol or any other per- 
centiige whatever. 
But he uses so many needless words, anc 


gives such an imp-sessjopof pussy-footing, that the careless read- 
er might be misled' kloj:thinking that liquor dealers, selling beer 
containing less than'^^l per cent, alcohol are not to be punished. 


Neither the fciws|at*November 21, 1918 (and that is the law 


under which the pounV^ is dry today) nor the constitutional 
amendment which will go into effect in January next s«;ys any- 
thing about percentage or permits the selling of beer containing 
less than 2 3-4 per cent. ^ 


The law does not say that only beer exceeding that percent- 


age of alcoholic content is intoxicating. 
It is some of the brew- 


ers who say that, and their assertion is not law—far from it. The 
attorney general of the United States may think that the law is 
unreasonable in not permitting the sale of the so-called near-beer, 
but he is bound to enforce it as it stands. Neither he nor the 
President nor any other «ificial has an authority to mteriere witli 
its operation. 
Only congress can authorize the sale of 2 3-4 per

THE BAN IS ON TIGHT 


Attorney General Palmer at Washington 
has succeeded In 


muddling the liquor situation considerably in many minds by his 
timid manner of stating the law. Careful readers have of course 
no difficulty in seeing that he warns dealers that they are liable 
to prosecution and punishment if they sell a beer containing even 
as much as one-half of one per cent, of alcohol or any other per- 
centiige whatever. 
But he uses so many needless words, anc 


gives such an imp-sessjopof pussy-footing, that the careless read- 
er might be misled' kloj:thinking that liquor dealers, selling beer 
containing less than'^^l per cent, alcohol are not to be punished. 


Neither the fciws|at*November 21, 1918 (and that is the law 


under which the pounV^ is dry today) nor the constitutional 
amendment which will go into effect in January next s«;ys any- 
thing about percentage or permits the selling of beer containing 
less than 2 3-4 per cent. ^ 


The law does not say that only beer exceeding that percent- 


age of alcoholic content is intoxicating. 
It is some of the brew- 


ers who say that, and their assertion is not law—far from it. The 
attorney general of the United States may think that the law is 
unreasonable in not permitting the sale of the so-called near-beer, 
but he is bound to enforce it as it stands. Neither he nor the 
President nor any other «ificial has an authority to mteriere witli 
its operation.
